Treasures of Utah 





searched for the deposit during a 
vacation. Lane became discouraged 
and retumed to his home in the East, 
Thus Howard became the sole owner 
of the outfit, 

After the departure of his friend, 
Howard rode out for a short hunting 
trip. He bagged an antelope and on 
his way back to camp, stopped to get 
a drink and to water his mule. The 
sun was shining directly into the 
pothole and as he stooped to drink, 
Howard saw some shining pieces of 
ore at the bottom of the Cavity. He 
knew at once he had found the pot- 
holes for which he and his partner 
had been searching. 

' He went back to camp and, aftera 
hurried meal, retumed to the pothole 
witha gold pan and worked all after- 
noon. As the sun disappeared, he 
made his way back to camp with an 
estimated $700 worth of gold taken 
from the one shallow hole. 

For weeks Howard lived on the 


game around his camp and panned 
the gravel from the bottoms of the 
numerous potholes he had found. 
When winter came, Howard made 
his way to the nearest settlement and 
leamed he had gold worth nearly 
$100,000. 

He retumed east with his fortune 
but through bad investments even- 
tually lost most of it. Years later he 
tried to retum to the scene of his 
fabulous strike, but failed to reach 
the night location. So, according to 
written records, a fortune awaits the 
prospector who can find the gold 
deposits again. 


3) For anyone interested in solv- 
ing amystery, the lost gold mine, or 
deposit, of Edward Wolverton is a 
good one. 

The story begins in 1778 after the 
well-known priest, Father Escalante, 
made his exploratory joumey into 
what is now the Henry Mountains in 
Garfield County, Utah. It is known 
that gold was found, but because of 
the Indian threat, very little of it was 
mined. Later, in the 1850s, Mor- 
mons found traces of mining near 
the town of Hanksville. Although 
several men spent weeks in search- 
ing, the mine (or mines) was never 
‘ound. 


In 1917, Edward Wolvertonheard 
the story and moved his wife andtwo 
sons to Middle Mountain. He appar- 
ently found gold because he decided 
to build a stamping mill and refinery 
on Straight Creek. Since he had no 
one except his two sons to help him, 
the building progressed slowly. Af- 
ter several years, the two sons left, 
then later Wolverton’s wife retumed 
East. Wolverton had never told his 
family the location of his gold. After 
his family left him, Wolverton con- 
tinued to work and build his mill. He 
spend 11 years in construction. 

In September 1928, a rancher 
named Charles Gibbons, with whom 
Wolverton was friendly, noticed that 
he had not visited the ranch in sey- 
eral weeks. Gibbons sent one of his 
sons to check on Wolverton. The son 
found the aging man dying. Takento 


a hospital in Price, Wolverton lin- 
gered a few days, then died, taking 
the secret of the mine or source of 
gold with him. 

The argument among prospectors 
still persists. Some say Wolverton 
never found gold, others argue that 
since he bought supplies in 
Hanksville and other places and paid 
with gold, he had to have a source. 
Also, why would anyone spend 11 
years in building something (in this 
case a mill, rock crusher, conveyor, 
etc.) unless he was going to use it? 

The site is still there on Middle 
Mountain, but the questions of where 
the Spanish found gold and why 
Wolverton built a reduction mill are 
still unanswered. 


4) This is unusual in that themoney 
taken in this mine-payroll robbery is 
supposedly hidden in three places. 

The Castle Gate robbery was a 
well-planned job executed by Butch 
Cassidy, Ezra Lay, and Bob Meeks. 
Atnoon on April 21, 1897, a Denver 
& Rio Grande train arrived at Castle 
Gate carrying the payroll forthe Price 
Canyon coal miners which was 
picked up by the mine paymaster 
and two ofhis assistants. They started 
for the mine office, each man carry- 
ing a bag of money. One bag con- 
tained $8,000 in currency, another 
$300 in gold, and the third $100 in 
Silver

crowd and leveled a gun at the pay- 
master. At the same moment, Lay 
and Meeks relieved the assistants of 
their bags. As the trio mounted their 
horses, Meeks dropped the bag of 
silver but made no effort to recover- 


The three robbers rode througn 
Price Canyon, avoiding the town of 
Price, on into Cleveland, then-to 
Buckhom Flat, where they made 
camp for the night. Feeling safe from 


“8 posse, they buried the money in the 


Flat. The next moming they rode to 


; _ their hideout at Robber’s Roost. 


Through prior arrangements, two 


~ members of the Cassidy gang picked 


up part of the money hidden at 


Buckhorn Fiat and, aided by relays 
of riders, were supposed to deliver it 
to Cassidy at Robber’s Roost. But 
the two men making the last lap of 
the run decided to keep the money 
and headed for Hanksville. 

Two other riders, who had come 
out to meet them, Saw the unplanned 
move and took off in pursuit. A 
Tunning gun battle followed, until 
the horse of one of the men being 
chased was shot from under him. 
The pair doubled up, but felt it was 
impossible to outride the men in 
pursuit. They stopped briefly, buried 
the money, marked the place with a 
flat rock, then escaped and later told 
what happened to the money. 

After the Castle Gate robbery, 
Cassidy and his men brought in tents 
and set up acamp in Horseshoe Can- 
yon, near Robber’s Roost. They spent 
most of the time playing poker, often 
playing all night. In one of these 
extended poker sessions, Cassidy lost 


all of the money he had with him. He 
left the tent and retumed shortly, 
carrying plenty of gold coins. This 
led to the assumption by the gang 
that Butch had buried part of his 
share of the Castle Gate loot in 
Horseshoe Canyon. 

The Castle Gate loot was seem- 
ingly buried in three places: in 
Buckhom Fiat, someplace on the 
San Rafeal Swell east of Hanksville, 
and in Horseshoe Canyon. Since it is 
a recorded fact that the robbery was 
committed by Cassidy, Lay, and 
Meeks, this would be a good lead to 
investigate.

1) The following two sites, both 
in the same area, could pay off. Al- 
though the area is being built up, the 
buried treasures which were left in 
the 1870s are almost certainly still 
there.

He spent most nights 
playing poker in the wide-open sa- 
loons, and he won more than he lost.

“4 of a buried cache is that 


of an Irishman who was 
killed in the Massachu- 
setts Mine across the 
ridge from the Ontario in 
Empire Canyon. 
According to Rich- 
ard Smith's (aa old- 
timer of Park City) 
diary, the Irishman 
had described where he had buried a 
can of gold coins. He had saved the 


- money to buy a ticket to Ireland 


when he got older. The can was 
buried under a tree on the mountain, 
straight up behind the Massachu- 
setts Mine’s boarding house. Since 
there are still old records of the min- 
ing companies in existence, a TH’er 
could get lucky and find these two 
and some of the other caches which 
were hidden around Park City, Lake 
Flat, and other mining areas of Salt 
Lake County. 


2) According to old records, there 
is a bed of gravel conglomerate stud- 
ded with nuggets of gold somewhere 
in the Sevier Desert between the 
Confusion and House Mountain 
ranges in Millard County. John D. 
Mitchell, noted author, wrote in 1949 
that alaw studentnamed Frank Lane, 
and his partner John Howard,
